stations for the recharging of elec. 
trie vehicles. It will cost $3 per hour 
to charge, 

(But), for $12, they can have their 
car charged,” Carson said, adding 
that's a lot cheaper than having to 
{fill up a vehicle with gas prices 
above $3 a gallon. 

The annual event also allowed 
some to hear from Robert Gendron, 
the new superintendent for CPS. 

“I'm new to Charlevoix,” Gendron 
said. “But, I'm not unfamiliar to the 
area.” 

Gendron said his family has had a 
“place” in East Jordan, 

“When I graduated from college 23, 
years ago, I said I wanted to live in 
northern Michigan," he said. “Part 
of it was quality of life.” 

‘When coming to Charlevoix, how. 
ever, Gendron said he made sure to 
go out and talk to local residents, 
‘Tgot the good, the bad and the 
ugly.” he said of his efforts. “But, 
one of the things that attracted me 
here was the pride in the schools.” 

Though, he added there has been 
some bad news, with state per pupil 
down from $8,424 in 2008-09 to $7,954 
for 2012-13, That’s been further com- 
pliment with a drop in enrollment 
from a high of 1,410 students in 2004- 
05 to 1,010 for the current school 
year. 

“Lots of change, lots of reductions 
and lots of eliminations,” he said. 
“But, during this time, there's been 
very little elimination of opportuni- 
ties for our students. 

‘The bottom line is we're main- 
taining what we have.” 

‘And, CPS's efforts have been no- 
ticed. U.S, News & World Report 
named Charlevoix High School a sil- 
ver medal winner for academic ex: 
cellence. CHS is also ranked in the 
top 5 percent nationally, and 24th 
among the £26 high schools in Michi- 
gan, 

Funding issues also haven't 
stopped from the school system issu: 
ing iPads to student, allowing for a 
shift to a way of instruction that's 
no longer teacher centered. 

‘It makes the student responsible 
for their education,” Gendron said. 

“T'm amazed at what these kids are 
doing. 

“[think this is an excellent village

Public Act 592 of 2012, previ 
ously Senate Bill 756, bans an 
individual with a Level 1 or 2 
graduated license from talking 
ona cell phone while driving.
